The county farm and house of correction have continued 
under the management of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman as 
superintendent and matron. 

Their long experience and natural fitness for these posi- 
tions have made their service of special value to the county, 
and in caring for the inmates they are unsurpassed. 

As in years past, Dr. Craig of Westmoreland has attended 
to those requiring medical assistance at the farm. 

Rev. R. A. Burrows has acted as chaplain. 

During the past year, good crops have been raised on the 
farm, as the superintendent’s report will show. 

An annex has been built to the ell of the almshouse, making 
more room in the kitchen. 

Also a root cellar has been made away from the other 
buildings, and a paint shop built over it. 

A blacksmith shop has been installed and is in charge of 
Waldo Hall, doing the blacksmithing of the farm, also some 
shoeing and job work for the townspeople.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To our Honorable and Efficient Board of Commissioners and all - 

interested Citizens of Cheshire County: 

We find it has required a much larger amount of fuel to 
pump water to our reservoir the past season than since estab- 
lishing our present water system some eleven years ago. This 
season we were obliged to commence pumping water from 
Patridge brook to the reservoir early in May, and because of 
the very unusual continued dry weather, have been obliged 
to keep the pump running from four to six hours each day, to 
about January first, therefore a large amount of fuel has been 
consumed solely for the purpose of making steam to run the 
pump for keeping up a water supply. I would suggest, that 
unless the project which you have in view for getting a water 
supply by a gravity system, by going half a mile or more up 
Patridge brook and laying pipe of sufficient size to give an 
adequate supply, and connecting with the present system, is 
to be carried out, a change should be made by providing a 
larger pump to take the place of the one now in use, as it is 
so small that it requires an unnecessary long time to fill and 
keep full the reservoir. Weare now using a W. N. Blake pump 
No. 7, having a 10-inch steam cylinder, 6-inch water cylinder, 
12-inch stroke, making 55 or 60 strokes per minute, lifting 
about four quarts per stroke, which would be pumping from 
80 to 90 gallons per minute, or 5400 gallons an hour, and al- 
lowing that we pump five hours a day would mean that we 
require about 27,000 gallons of water for each twenty-four 
hours, for ordinary purposes alone. 
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During the past year it was found necessary to either put 
in a new storage battery at more expense than would be re- 
quired to install a small dynamo for the purpose of generating 
electricity for night lights, and for the purpose of laundry 
work; we are now using electric flat irons, and after due con- 
sideration, the dynamo was installed, and the battery removed. 
The small dynamo is driven by a ten-horse power steam engine, 
located in the laundry, and is also used to run the washer, 
extractor, and mangle, and I feel quite sure a very large saving 
in fuel might be made right here should a gravity system for 
a water supply be secured as before mentioned, as I think we 
might have pressure enough to run a water motor which would 
be of sufficient power to run all laundry machinery, also the 
small dynamo for ironing and night lighting; we often have 
occassion to run the electric motor for running light machinery. 
Should you secure this supply you would at all times feel that 
in case of a stubborn fire you would have a lasting means of 
combating it. 

The large amount of reading matter which we have re- 
ceived the past year has been very acceptable, and many 
thanks are due the kind and thoughtful donors, one and all. 
The ladies of the W. C. T. U. seem never to lag in their good 
work of sending a generous amount of fruit and candies to the 
inmates of our home as a Christmas greeting, and the kind and 
charitable work not only commends the order, but each of 
the willing workers who give their time and money in collecting 
the contents of the boxes which we receive. 

In looking over the report of the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections, I notice that in speaking of the Cheshire 
County Almshouse, they say the provisions for caring for the 
prisoners is a temporary arrangement, and is by no means 
adequate, which is letting us off easy, and I most heartily join 
with them when they further say in this same report, that a 
safe and suitable building should be provided if the practice 
of sending this class to the county farm is to be continued, and 
as we received a larger number in 1908 than in any previous 
year, it looks as if the practice might continue. Further on 
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in this report I notice they say a small structure has been 
erected for patients suffering with tuberculosis; they go far- 
ther by saying, but there is still great need of better hospital 
accommodations. Dr. James <A. Craig, our able visiting 
physician, will say with me that the words ‘‘great need,’’ should 
be underlined. 

The following shows the amount of beef, pork, grain and 
corn raised and consumed at the county farm: Beef, 5300 Ibs.; 
pork, 1550 Ibs. ; potatoes, 350 bus.; corn 700 bus.; oats, 325 bus. ; 
rye, 30 bus.; and a large amount of garden products.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Cheshire: 


Gentlemen :—I beg leave to submit herewith my report as 
solicitor for the year beginning January Ist, 1908, and ending 
December 31st, 1908. 

There have been less criminal prosecutions during the 
last year than at any time since I have been solicitor. Many 
minor offences have been brought to my attention, but few 
felonies. 

At the April 1908, term of the Superior Court the follow- 
ing matters were disposed of: 

Dr. William R. Dunham was indicted for manslaughter. 
At the April term, his physical condition was such that both 
his physicians and his counsel represented that he could not 
be tried, and the case was continued to October. In October, 
they again represented that he could not stand the strain of a 
trial and the case was continued until April, when an attempt 
will be made to dispose of it. The death of Mary Austin of 
Chester, Vermont, it is claimed by the state was caused by an 
abortion performed by Dr. Dunham. 

Dr. L. C. P. Massicotte was indicted for abortion. The 
case was continued, owing to the absence of a material witness, 
until the October term, at which time the witness in question, 
having so altered the statement previously made to the officers 
that it was impossible to convict, the indictment was dismissed. 

John Kelly was indicted for burglary. He pleaded guilty, 
but having spent six months in jail, being below the average 
mentally, and the articles taken being of small value, the court 
permitted him to go with the plea of guilty entered and the 
ease continued for sentence. 
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The same action was taken in reference to Edward Wilcox, 
who was likewise indicted for larceny. 

Delia Frink was indicted for keeping liquor for sale and 
for keeping a disorderly house. In the latter case she pleaded 
guilty, paid a fine and costs, and an injunction issued against 
the premises occupied by her. The other case was continued. 

Minnie M. Draper and Louis Bordeau were indicted for 
adultery. Mrs. Draper having resumed living with her hus- 
band and Bordeau having been in jail for some time, they were 
allowed to be at liberty during good behavior. 

Minnie Perkins was indicted for keeping liquor for sale 
and for keeping a disorderly house. She paid a fine and costs 
in one case and the other was continued. 

Napoleon Fortier was indicted for keeping liquor for sale. 
Having removed from the state without being apprehended, 
the case was never brought to trial. 

At the October, 1908, term, David Stevens was indicted 
for the murder of Daniel Phillips at North Walpole on April 
15th, 1908. The county authorities were not notified of this 
murder until the day succeeding, by which time Stevens had 
escaped beyond the jurisdiction and no word could at that time 
be obtained of him. Later information reached me that he was 
at Pine Camp, New York, in camp with the soldiers. I imme- 
diately communicated with the officers at Watertown, but he 
had become suspicious that news would be communicated to 
the New Hampshire officers and fled. Since then no informa- 
tion has been received respecting his whereabouts. 

George M. Streeter was indicted for forgery and has never 
been apprehended. A capias was put into the hands of the 
officers but they have never been able to find him. 

Edward Casey was indicted for larceny. He spent several 
months in jail, and as the evidence was not conclusive, was 
permitted to go at the October term upon his own recognizance, 
the case being continued for sentence, and the court being of 
the opinion that he had suffered enough. 

Adam Navialis was indicted for forgery. He is a Pole and 
has never been apprehended, it being somewhat difficult to 
separate him from his fellow-countrymen. 
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Henry Tibbetts was indicted for assault with intent to kill. 
He assaulted Roy Waters in Westmoreland, striking the latter 
over the head with an ax and seriously injuring him, Waters 
remaining in the hospital for some time. Tibbetts immediately 
fled, and, although the officers pursued him into Vermont and 
quite a little money was spent in an endeavor to locate him, 
his whereabouts have never been learned. 

Frank Brown was indicted for burglary. The circumstan- 
ces being such as seemed to justify it, the indictment has been 
placed on file. 

Iva B. Wilson was indicted for bigamy. On motion of her 
counsel the case was continued. 

There have been numerous instances of offences upon 
which prosecutions have been brought in the police court and 
various matters have been investigated by the grand jury. 
Among other things, George H. Roy paid a fine and costs for 
keeping liquor for sale in Rindge; Harry Chase paid a fine and 
costs for keeping liquor for sale in Fitzwilliam; George Deyo 
paid a fine and costs for making a false certificate for the pur- 
chase of liquor; John Connell spent sixty days in jail, paid a 
fine and costs for keeping liquor for sale in Chesterfield; 
James A. Jolly paid a fine and costs for making a false certifi- 
cate to a druggist in Keene; Joseph Fortier paid a fine and 
costs for keeping a gambling house in Keene; John Woodbury 
paid costs and was sentenced to ten days in jail, which was 
suspended, for selling cider in Sullivan; John H. Tiffany paid 
a fine and costs for making a false certificate to a druggist in 
Keene; Charles Cady and Eddy Seronick were sent to the State 
Industrial school for stealing $54.54 from C. A. Garfield of 
Keene; John Tierney was prosecuted for keeping liquor for 
sale in Keene, but his case was continued during good behavior ; 
Thomas Paro was convicted of keeping liquor for sale in 
Jaffrey, but having a large family to support, the maximum 
fine and sentence were imposed and suspended during good 
behavior and during the absence of the defendant from the 
state; Millie Donohue pleaded guilty to keeping lquor for sale 
in Westmoreland, paid a fine and costs and received a sus- 
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pended jail sentence; Jessie Crosby of Rindge was sent to the 
Industrial school as a stubborn child; Edward Greenwood was 
sentenced to pay a fine of one hundred dollars and costs and 
spend sixty days in jail for keeping liquor for sale in Keene, 
sentence being suspended during good behavior. 

W. B. Allen was found guilty of keeping liquor for sale, 
subsequent offence, in Chesterfield, and paid a fine and costs, 
and boarded with the sheriff for sixty days; Orrin Stockford 
paid a fine and costs, and received a suspended sentence of 
sixty days for keeping liquor for sale in Westmoreland; Luigi 
Mosea was found guilty of keeping liquor for sale in Keene, 
and paid a fine and costs and received a suspended sixty days 
jail sentence. 

John Connell was indicted for keeping liquor for sale in 
Chesterfield, subsequent offence. At the direction of the at- 
torney general the case was continued until April 1909. 

Dennis W. Finn was prosecuted for keeping liquor for 
sale in Keene. The case was placed on file. 

Harry S. Reynolds was prosecuted for keeping liquor for 
sale in Stoddard, and has been bound over to await the action 
of the grand jury in April. 

There have been numerous other minor offences prosecuted 
which it is not necessary to call to the attention of the com- 
missioners at this time. 

No civil cases are in my hands at the present time in 
which the county is interested.
